He served in Nahal and graduated 
from a squad commanders’ course 
and an NCO combat course, Then 
he joined Kibbutz Tel Re'im. 

In 1956 he married and he end 
his wife moved briedy to Kibbutz 
Ayelet Hashanar. They later moved 
to Halfa where Cohen was a trac- 
tor driver for Solel Boneh. The 
couple had three sons and a daugh- 
ter. In 1959, at the age of 23, he 
entered Government service. 

Baruch Cohen was ons of six 
brothers. One of them, Yehuda, was 
Kied in 1948, two before the 
cease-fire, during the battle for the 
Rafish salient under Aluf Avraham 
Yaffe. 

Yehuda became famous in 1044 
when he dropped leaflets {n Tieifa 
on behalf of the Irgun Zvai Leumi. 
He was arrested by the British and 
became one of the first Jews to 
declare in court that he refused 
to recognize British rule in Pa- 
lestine. 

The other brothers are lawyer 
Meir Cohen, a Gahal city council- 
jor; Yitzhak Cohen, a leather mer- 
chant on Rehov Xreiserman; Yo- 
sef Cohen, an Egged driver, and

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Vatican puts 
peace before 


recognition 


BEIRUT (AP). — The Vatican re- 
fuses to grant Israel diplomatic rec- 
ognition so long as the Middle Bast 
problem remains unsolved, Pope 
Paul's envoy in Lebanon was quoted 
as saying yesterday. 

Apostolic Nuncio Msgr. Alfredo 
Bruniera recalled that the Vatican's 
attitude was defined in 1948 when 
it called on the United Nations to 
seek the internationalization of Je- 
rusalem and the Holy Land, accord- 
{ng to a report. 

“Since then, the Vatican has 
never changed Its attitude. During 
the 25 years Israel has existed, the 
Holy See has been called upon by 
the Israeli Government many times 
to establish diplomatic relations 
with it,” Msgr. Bruniera was quoted 
as saying. “The Vatican's reply so 
far has been: imposible,” he 
declared. 

Be said that Pope Paul had con- 
firmed thts policy during his recent 
meeting with Prime Minister Golda 
Meir. 

Msgr. Bruniera told a Betrut 
newspaper that the Palestine Liber- 
ation Organization had sent a cable 
to the Pope thanking him for his 
attitude to the Palestine question 
as expressed during his meeting with 
Mrs. Meir. But, he added, the Pope 
had recefved no request to receive 
a P.L.O. delegation in audience. 


Christian Arabs 


said anxious 
to emigrate 


TEL AVIV. — Many Christian Arabs 
from villages in Galilee would wel- 
come the opportunity to emigrate to 
Western countries, Emanue! Khoury, 
a Christian Arab from Fassuta vil- 
lage, said at a press conference held 
by the Jewish Defence League here 
yesterday. 

The J.D.L. has opened an “emigra- 
tion office” in Tel Aviv to assist 
Arabs in leaving Israel, and is plan- 
ning to open another office in Acre. 
Mr. Khoury, 42, who has volun- 
teered to work with the J.D.L. in 
promoting the emigration idea, sald 
he had received dozens of requests 
from residents of Fassuta and Gush 
Halav for assistance in migrating. 

He said his desire to emigrate 
stemmed from “The failure of the 
State to ensure the Arabs’ rights 
through full representation in the 
Knesset and the opportunity to 
serve in the army.” He said he was 
well off, but “did not wish to live 
in fear of persecution because of 
terrorists’ acts." He had not left 
until now, he said, because of diffi- 
culties in obtaining visas and in 
liquidation of his assets, 

Rabbi Kahane, head of the J.D.L., 
called on the Government to estab- 
lish a fund to help such emigrants.

TEL AVIV. — A new settlement 
scheme for both Jews and Arabs, 
encompassing the Golan Heights 
and part of Sinai, was made pub- 
lie yesterday by Dr. Ra‘anan 
Weitz, head of the Jewish Agency 
Settlement Department and of the 
International Settlement Study 
Centre in Rehovot. 

The plan is based on dividing the 
country inta nine regions — five 
predominantly Jewish, three almost 
purely Arab, and one, Jerusalem, of 
“special” status. Dr. Weitz illustrat- 
ed the plan at 8 press conference 
here with a map “inspired by the 
Allon pian.” It extends from the 
Golan Heights to Sharm-e-Sheikh, 
includes the Rafah Approaches, but 
Jeaves El Arish and Abu Rodeis 
blank. The area between the Gaza 
Strip and ΕΠ Arish is designated as 
a Jewish region, part of a wide 
ranging “Beersheba district.” 

Dr. Weitz emphasized he was pro- 
posing the plan in his personal 
eapacity as a member of the Labour 
Party rather than as head of the

Settlement Department or member 
of the Zionist Ὁ ination’s execu- 
tive. He said the plan was presented 
to the Labour Party secretariat sev- 
eral months agn, and he Is now 
campaigning for its acceptance by 
his colleagues and by public opinion. 

Dr. Weltz asserted his plan docs 
not reflect on any possible political 
settlement with Jordan. It steers 
clear of talk of an autonomous 
Palestinian entity or federation of 
Jewlsh and Arab cantons. 

The plan calls fur resettlement of 
Gaza's refugees in the hills be- 
tween Hebron aad Beersheba, ia 
semi-urban eonglmerates. 

The proposed regions would con- 
sist of: Sefad, including the Golan 
Heights; Haifa, including the Jordan 
Valley; Tel Aviv. from Netanya to 
Rehovot; Ashdod, including the 
Etzion Bloc; and Beersheba, stretch- 
ing from the Dead Sea through the 
Arava, the Eilat Gulf shore and 
the Rafah Approaches. The Arab 
regions would consist of Hebron, 
Nablus and Gaza. and their sur- 
rounding areas. 


Haifa says it’s 
building for 
young couples

HAIFA.—The Municipality will offer 
young couples at least 650 apart- 
ments in the next two years, Mayor 
Moshe Flieman announced yester- 
day. 

The Mayor was responding to 
press criticism of alleged preferen- 
tial distribution of housing to those 
with connections at City Hall. No 
flats were assigned to single per- 
sons, he said. He could not be sure 
that nothing went amiss in housing 
assiguments, but was certain that 
the assignments were handled by 
“public servants who were above 
reproach.” 

There was a limit, the Mayor 
said, to how far a check could be 
carried on the data supplied by a 
young couple registering for an 
apartment. 

The new apartments are to be 
buiit in Ramot Remez (48), Rehov 
Margalit on the Carmel (341, Rehov 
Hapalmach (48), Ramat Shaul (108), 
Rehov Allenby (50), Ramat Hadar 
(90), Rehov Biran (90) and 62 in 
other parts of the city. In addition, 
a new Government-Histadrut agency 
will provide 120 rental flats of about 
60 sg.m., at a rent amounting to 
five per cent per year on the in- 
vestment, with five-year leases. 

Mayor Flieman was indignant 
when asked about the demonstration 
by residents of the Kiryat Haim 
ma‘abara, whose sit-down strike 
outside City Hail enters its fourth 
day today. “They have received 
more than the agreement with them 
called for," the Mayor said. ‘T 
advise them to go home and wait 
their turn- for -rehousing.” 

The demonstrators, who claim 
promises for housing made by the 
City last May have not been kept, 
asserted the Shikmona Company, 
established for rehousing them, has 
not lived up to its purpose. The 
demonstrators threaten to begin 2 
hunger strike tomorrow. 


Japan to acquire big 
interest in M.E. oil 


TOKYO. — Japan is shortly going 
to acquire its biggest oil interest to 
date in the Middle East. The Cabi- 
net has approved purchase by 8 58- 
Ppanese group of a large chunk of 
shares in Abu Dhabi Marine Areas, 
Ltd. (ADMA), an oil development 
consortium, 

With its intensive industrial acti- 
vity, Japan is always in need of 
oit and concerned about the secu- 
rity of its supplies. Hitherto it has 
been mainly a customer of interna- 
tional oil companies without having 
either a share or a say in the run- 
ning of those companies. 

The decision to buy shares in 
ADMA — until now two-thirds Bri- 
tish and one-third French owned — 
comes on the heels of Japan's ac- 
quiring interests in other Middle 
East oil operations, including off- 
shore in the neutral zone adjacent 
to Kuwait and off Abu Dhabi. 
ashore in Abu Dhabi, in Qatar and 
in Iran. 

As a fuel consumer Japan, with 
the third largest gross national prod- 
uct in the world, ranks with the 
U.S. and Europe. By 1985 it will 
use an estimated 550 milion tons 
of crude oi] per year, three times 
its present consumption. Virtually all 
of this fuel must be imported, 80 
per cent of it from ‘the Middle East, 
as the Japanese islands are poor in 
natural resources. 

Until now Japan has bought oil 
from the huge Western petroleum 
companies without taking part in 
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management or investment decisions. 
It has increasingly financed some 
resources investment and develop- 
ment, but it was a bystander to the 

ἐπ πῇ that raged in the Middle 
ast. 


Japan was not involved directly, 
for example, in Iran’s nationalization 
this past year or in the Western 
oll companies’ bot disputes with 
OPEC tthe Organization of Petro- 
leum Exporting Companies). 

With the shift of recent years 
away from ἃ buyers’ market, how- 
ever, with an impending worldwide 
fuel crisis, and with urgent prob- 
lems of pollution at home, Japan 
has begun to take a more activist 
role in oil. Through the govern- 
ment-cwned Japan Petroleum De- 
velopment Corporation it'has been 
discussing with comparable West 
German, Spanish, and Austrian 
firms ways of making the consumers 
ἃ third force in producer-oil com- 
pany negotiations. 

INDONESIAN OIL 

Likewise, the Japanese have re- 
ceatiy established a joint venture to 
import cil from Indonesia, and they 
are giving oil development ald to 
that country also. 

They are investing $1.5 billion in 
Iran's current five-year plan, pri- 
marily in oil aud gas exploration 
and development and im refinery 
construction. They have been look- 
ing into direct purchase of crude 
from OPEC countries and into oil 
exploration in Peru. In the most 
glamorous project, they are toying 
with massive investment in the So- 
viet Union to develop Siberian olf 


.and gas. 


Now, with Cabinet approval, Ja- 
pan is going a step further. Ac- 
cording to the “Japan Economic Jour- 
nal” {Japan's Wall Street Journal), 
Japan is to buy 45 per cent of 
British Petroleum's shares in ADMA, 
for 2 total of 225 per cent of 
ADMA. The other major sharehold- 
er is Compagnies Francaise des Pet- 
roles. The initial capital of the 
total purchase price of over $700 
million, according to the “Japan 
Economic Journal,” is to be 70 per 
cent financed by the governmen 
Japaa Petroleum Development Cor- 
poration, 30 per cent by business. 


Age limit raised on

and the role of the Palestinian ter- 
rorists within the Arab framework, 
and especially in Jordan. 

The only resolution which the 
council was reported to have adopt- 
ed unantmously was the appoint- 
ment of Egyptian War Minister 
General Ahmed Ismail as Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the frontline 
states comprising Egypt, Jordan and 
Syria. He is also chief of staff of 
the tripartite federation which links 
Egypt and Syria with Libya. 

If this resolution is carried out 
Egypt Is bound to be forced into 
confrontation with the terrorists. 
They. have refus-d to cooperate with 
the Egyptian command “as long as 
ἃ war against Israel 1s not launch- 
ed.” 

Egypt's new military alliance with 
Amman and Damascus would fur- 
there add to this problem, since 
Jordan opposes any terrorist presence 
in its territory. Syria also has been 
curbing terrorist activity recently. 
Both countries say renewed terrorist 
activity depends on a unified Arab 
plan against Israel 

Future developments rest with the 
unpredictable Egyptian President, 
Anwar Sadat. While pursuing a 
Middle East political settlement, he 
may decide to curh the ter- 
rorist “rebellion” by stressing his 
stand with Syria and Jordan. Both 
Jordan and Syria would probably 
follow Sadat’s lead — in either the 
political or the military direction. 

If King Hussein stops In the 
Egyptian cupital on his way to 


Richard Nixoo, it would seem to 
indicate that Sadat has opted for 
a new policy of consolidating rela- 
tions betwen his country and Jor- 
dan and Syria. Despite the em- 
phasis on the milltary aspect link- 
ing the three countries, this would 
be a move toward a pulitical settle- 
ment.

BEERSHEBA. — The Opticians As- 
sociation lest night deplored the 
failure of the Health Ministry to 
license the profession.

with Common Market 


Protects Israeli exports

BRUSSELS. Foreign Minister 
Abba, Eban stressed ithe ideological, 
cultural and commercial bonds link- 
ing Israel and Western Europe here 
yesterday when he signed 2 protocol 
which is designed to safeguard Is- 
raell exports following the admis- 
sion of Britain, Ireland and Den- 

mark to the Common Market. 


Wearing a dark blue sult and a 
Law Society tle, Mr. Eban was 
whisked by a massive escort of 
Belgian police from Brussels Airport 
as soon as he arrived from Geneva 
to the elegant Chateau de Val 
Duchesse for the signing ceremony. 

The document, which follows long 
months of negotiations directed here 
by Ambassador Moshe Alon, ensures 
that Israel's citrus exports to Bri- 
tain — as big 8. customer as the 
Test of the Common Market put to- 
gether — are not hit by heavy 
European Community tariffs, 

This © provisional arran; nt, 
which lasts until the end of this 
year, will enable the Common Mar- 
ket to work out arrangements with 
Mediterranean countries for a free 
trade area which should take effect 
on January 1, 1974. 

The protocol, which is almost a 
earbon copy of a similar document 
signed between the E.E.C. and Spain 
on Monday, also promises that the 
Common Market will give priority 
tto technical cooperation with Medi~ 
terranean countries. 

Speaking in faultless French, Mr. 
Eban said: “The smail countries 
around the Mediterranean Basin 
have provided an immense reser-~ 
voir of thought, faith and creative 


energy for Europe. They are the 
cradke of the essential values of 
European civilization.” 

Referring to Israel's technological 
skill, scientific activity and demo- 
cratic traditions, the Foreign Minis- 
ter added: “Thanks to these close 
structural links our place beside 
you is appropriate.” 

Mr. Eban reviewed the develop- 
ment of trade between Israel and 
the Common Market since a five- 
year preferential trade treaty was 
signed in 1970: Israel now buys 
from E.E.C. countries to the tune of 
$1,000m. a year and Israeli exports 
to the Nime have reached §400m. 
annually. 

He described the provisional ar- 
Tangements written into the proto- 
col as a “just defence of our trade 
interests" and sald he was confident 
that both Israel and the ELEC. 
would respect the calendar for com- 
pleting negotiations on a Mediter- 
ranean free trade area this year. 

Mr. Eban addressed Common Mac- 
ket leaders in a neo-Gothic reception 
room at Val Duchesse, an ornate 
18th century mansion in the Brus- 
sels suburbs where much of the 
negotiations to set up the European 
Community were conducted in the 
1950s. 

The park of the chateau was 
guarded by squads of Belgian police, 
gendarmes and plainclothesmen. 
Preassmen and officials invited to the 
signing were checked several times 
before they were allowed inside. 

After the ceremony, Mr. Eban 
was the guest of the 13 Common 
Market commissioners at a banquet 
held at Val Duchesse. Later in the 
afternoon he had private talks with 
Belgian, British and French officials. 


CALIFORNIA MURDERS : 
Armenian suspect had 


declared war on Turks 


SANTA BARBARA, Calif. — An 
elderly Armenian man who allegedly 
lured two Turkish consular officials 
to their deaths made a personal 
declaration of war on the ancient 
enemies of his people, according to 
documents received by a Santa 
Barbara newspaper. 


A package containing 118 pages 
in Armenian and signed by Gour- 
gen M. Yanikian, 77, was received 
by the “Santa Barbara News 
Press," which quoted one passage 
as saying, “Armenians everywhere 
should pursue this tactic — this 
new type of war." 


The packet apparently was mail- 
ed on Saturday, the day Mehmet 
Baydar, 49, tthe Turkish Consul-Gen- 
eral at Los Angeles, and Bahpfir 
Demir, 30, his assistant, were shot 
to death in the Biltmore Hotel. 


Mr. Yanikian, author of five books 
on religion and philosophy, pur- 
portedly wrote, according to the 
“News Priss,” “I am ending my 
writing so that I can start taking 
the first step. It took years for me 
to come to this conclusion and 
months were necessary for me to 
accomplish thatt which I had in mind 
to do, and now I have burned all 
the bridges and there is no ques- 


tion that I will turn back, nothing 
to live for. 

Mr. Yanikian is being held with- 
out bail on suspicion of murder. 

A consular official said the sus- 
pect got the two Turks to accept 
an invitation to lunch in a cottage 
at the Biltmore on Saturday, saying 
he wanted to turn over to them a 
painting stolen more than a century 
ego from a Turkish sultan's palace. 

Mr. Yanikian, in a 1966 news- 
paper interview, said 26 members of 
his family had been killed by Rus- 
slans and Turks.

Agnew reaffirms 
support for Saigon 


SAIGON (AP). — U.S. Vice-Pres- 
ident Spiro T. Agnew arrived in Sai- 
gon yestreday and publicly reaf- 
firmed U.S. support for South Viet- 
nam. 

Referring tothe estimated 125,000 
to 145,000 North Vietnamese troops 
remaining in South Vietnam, Mr. 
Agnew declared in a formal ar- 
rival statement:

VIENTIANE. — The Laotian gov- 
ernment yesterday proposed a cease- 
fire in a draft peace agreement pre- 
sented to the pro-Communist Pathet- 
Lao at the 16th session of the peace 
talks between government and 
Pathet-Lao representatives here. It 
calls for the withdrawal of all for- 
eign troops within 90 days and for 
the formation of a new provisional 
coalition government within 60 days 
of the signing of the accord.

NEW DELHI (Reuter). — Most, of 
the Soviet Union's aid to India dur- 
ing the Bangladesh crisis and prior 
to the 1971 Indo-Pakistan war 
passed through Egypt with the 
knowledge of the Egyptian Govern- 
ment, Mohammed Hassanein Heykal, 
editor-in-chief of Cairo's “Al Ah- 


day- 
Mr. Heykal was addressing stu- 
dents and teachers at the School of 


International Studies. He later de- ἢ 


clined to elaborate on his remark. 
‘I just thought they ought to 
know,” he said. 

On the Middle East, Mr. Heykal 
said he did not foresee any big pow- 
er initiative for a settlement in the 
near foture after the Vietmam set- 
tlement. 

“{ don't see the prospects of 
peace,” he said “Unfortunately I 
see the beginning of a new storm. 
When it begins depends on the in- 
terplay of forces in the Middle East 
and the world.” 

He sald it was clear that the Is- 
raelis wanted more territory and 
were not interested in peace. He 
said he had told British Opposition 
leader Harold Wilson: “If anyone 
can get us a map of Israel, then 
half the problem will be solved." 

He thought the responsibility for 
breaking the present Middle Hast 
deadlock lay with the Arabs. They 
had to mobilize their: economic, po- 
litical, psychological and military re- 
sources to exercise 2g much pressure 
as possible on Israel. 

His statement on Soviet aid to 
India came in a reply to questions 
he was asked on Egypt's attitude to 
Bangladesh, He said: “Most of the 
aid from the Soviet Union was pass- 
ing through Egypt with the knowl- 
edge of the Egyptian government. 
We were actively helping you." . 
“Mr: Heykal admitted that Indo- 


Egyptian relations were not as close - 


as they had been in the past as ἃ 
result of Egypt's: faflure to recog- 
nize Bangladesh. . 

But, he said, there were basically 
no problems in Indo-Egyptian rela- 
tlons. Egypt understood India’s atti- 
tude on Bangtadesh, He wished 
Indla understood Egypt's attitude. 

As a result of the Six Day War, 
he said, Egypt had decided to work 
within a consensus of Arab coun- 
tries, whose support was needed on

COLOMBO (Gemini). — 
NE of the biggest human migra- 
tions planned in recent times [5 
now under way — from the island 
of Sri Lanka (Ceylon) to neighbour. 
ing India. Involved are about 
700,000 Indian Tamils, who are giv- 
ing up their jobs and homes in Sri 
Lenka. The transfer is part of an 
agreement arrived at between the 
governments of India and Sri Lanka 
in 1964 but which is being tmple- 
mented in earnest only now. 

Indian Tamils constitute about one 
tenth of Sri Lanka's population of 
18 million. They are descendants 
of imported South Indian labour 
brought to work the British-owned 
tea plantations between 50 and 100 
Yeats ago. 

They are distinct from the Sri 
Lanka Tamils, who are descendants 
of South Indian settlers and in- 
vaders between 1,000 and 2,000 
years ago. These constitute another 
tenth of the island’s population. 

Both communities have more 

in common with the Tamils 
of South India than with the 
island's major Sinhalese race. They 
Speak the 2ame language, Tamil, 
profess the same religion. Hinduism, 
and are dark in complexion. The 
Sinhalese are mostly Buddhists, 


-speak Sinhala, and are fairer, 


But the two Tamil communities 
cimers im one vital respect: the Sri 
Lanka Tamils are ali citizens, while 
most of the Indian Tamils are not. 
They have preferred to regard them- 
selves as Indians first and have 
stayed isolated on the plantations In 
the hilly interior. hey ὁ do not mix 
even with the Sri Lanka Tamils. 


INDIA AGREED 


In 1964, during Mrs. Bandaranai- 
ke’a first ministry, India to 
take back about three-fourths of 
the Indian Tamils overal5-year pe- 
riod. Up to then, India had dis- 


-claimed all responsibility for them. 


The agreement was hailed in Sri 
Lanka because it held the promise 
of easing some of the country’s 
political and economic problems.

Getting used to the 
next-best job 


(AltHouGH discrimination against 
Jews in employment in the U.S. 
hes dropped dramatically in recent 
decades, the phenomenon persists. 
Hven In the legal profession, so 
extensively embraced by Jews, dis- 
crimination continues — according 
to a study by Albert L Goldberg 
(whose unlikely credential is as 
lecturer in the Department of In- 
dustrial Engineering at the Technion, 
Haifa) which has appeared in the 
American quarterly, “Jewish Social 
Studies.” 

His main point is that, while the 


cecupation as a whole is open to P 


Jews, entrance into its upper eche- 
Ions is made particularly difficult 
-— and this fact is accepted in ad- 
vance by those starting on the 
career. The legal profession in the 
U.S. is highly stratified and a 
lawyer may choose from among 
many specialities, which vary con- 
siderably in opportunities for pres- 
tige and financial return. In New 
York City, most lawyers are em~- 
ployed in large law firms, in smal) 
firms, or in private practice. It is 
the large firm lawyers — compris- 
ing 21 per cent of the Manhattan 
bar — who are considered the elite. 
They specialize in business or pro- 
hate matters for high status clients, 
earn a high income — and spend 
little time im court. They form 
an upper stratum and have little 
contact with the rest of the legal 
profession. 


Over-represented 


In general, the Jews are over- 
Tepresented in the legal profession. 
While three per cent of the U.S. 
population is Jewish, Jews comprise 
17 per cent of students entering law 
schools in recent years — so there 
appears to be no kind of discrimina- 
tion at that level. But there is evi- 
dence that in entering the practice 
of law, after formal education Is 
completed, being Jewish does rep- 
resent a handicap. A study of 
graduates from one Ivy League 
College showed that Jewish grad- 
uates were at a disadvantage on 
the job market. They were much 
less likely than thelr non-Jewish co- 
graduates to obtain one of their 
first three job choices and were more 
Uikely to earn a lower starting 
salary. A study has shown that on 
graduation only 45 per cent of the 
Jewish students had jobs — com; 
ed with 57 per cent for Catholics 
and 76 per cent for Protestants. 


The Jews, of course, eventually 
find employment. But those who try 
to enter the large and prestigious 
law firms are Ukely to encounter 
rebuff. In these large firms in New 
York City one-quarterofthe law- 
yers are Jews — but this must be 
compared with the figure that in 
New York as a whole, 60 per cent 
of the lawyers are Jewish. 


A survey among Jewish law atu- 
dents showed that they were weil 
aware of this espect of discrimina- 
tion (and the further advanced they 
were in their studies, the more they 
were aware of the problems ahead), 
One student commented: “One of 
the significant factors of my law 
school career is that it has made 
me aware of the significance of 
being Jewish. Previously I had not 
been aware of the type of barriers 
that exist. But this law school, 
which is primarily pointed towards 
Wall Street firms, has made me 
conscious of my ethnic und. 
In the senior year, when job-hunt- 
ing is a substantial source of an- 
πιεῖν, that tension is substantially 
increased for Jewish boys who are

The feeling is not so intense — 
or is unknown — among the less 
ambitious. Some intend to enter 
fields which are dominated by Jew- 
ish firms and, consciously or un- 
consciously, there are many such 
students who work in that direction 
because of their av-zrenesa of the 
problems at the hisher level. One 


student commented that, before he- 


went to look for a place with a 
large law firm, he checked to see 
if any of the partners had a Jewish 
name. If they hadnt, he didn't 
bother. (There are other obvious 
Teasons why the Jewish student 
gravitates towards a Jewish firm— 
he may have relatives or friends in 
the firm, he may decide he will feel 
more comfortable in = Jewish firm, 
or the Jewish firm may outbid its 
rivals.) 

The Jewish reaction to this dis- 
crimination js described as one of 
accommodation — and neither re- 
bellion nor retreat. Jews continue to 
be over-represented ard the large 
number of Jews in the profession 
doubtless encourages others to fol- 
low suit. But the younz Jew enter- 
ing a legal career is — in compari- 
son to the non-Jew — more likely 
to prefer a career is ἃ low-statua, 
small firm or in private practice, 
have an unidealized image of the 
profession, and expect less satisfac- 
tion from his professional status,

There is still a certain amount 
of disbelief in New York to this 
day at Jews becoming policemen. 
This is noted by Professor Valen- 
tine R. Winsey writing in “Jewish 
Life" (published by the Union of 
Orthodox Jewish Congregations). 
There have been Jews in the New 
York police force “or half a cen- 
tury. In 1923 they founded their 
own organization, called the Shom- 
rim Society, and in some casca 
there have been three generations 
of Jews in the Force.

Of the 26,700 policemen in New 
York City, eight per cent are 
Jews. And although this seems 
small In comparison with the pro- 
portion of Jews In New York (one 
in four), It is larger than may be 
expected considering parental con- 
ditioning and the histories of both 
Jews and the police calling. Al- 
though a small number of Jews 
joined in the 1920s, it was the de- 
pression oof the ‘thirties that 
brought a number of Jews, 
particularly lawyers, into the force. 
Many of these have risen to 
ranks. In the last Civil Service 
Exams for captains, half who made 
the list were Jews. But enrollment 
of Jews has been steadily drop- 
Ping. Jewish policemen don’t en- 
courage their sons to follow in their 
footsteps because of the low gal- 
aries and lack of status. 


Another problem is the long and 
uncertain hours. Where possible, 
Jewish police are allowed -to ob- 
serve Jewish holidays — but, of 
course, emergencies may occur. 
And to this the editor of the Or 
thodox “Jewish Life” 
note saying that any Jew consid- 
ering a police career must consult 
an orthodox rabbi for an axplicit 
pesak din (ruling) as halachic re- 
quirements may not be satisfied by 
police regulations.

Kupat Holim 
encourages 


group 
practice

TEL AVIV. 
UPAT Holm is studying the 
possibility of encouraging the 
establishment of “group practices” 
by hospital doctors. Under the plan, 
three or four specialists, each in a 
different field, would establish a 
joint clinic where they would re- 
ceive patients after their regular 
hours of work. 

Kupat Holim believes that this 
would encourage the specialists, 
especially those who would not re- 
celve enough patients to make 
opening 2 private clinie feasible, 
to open a joint one. where ex- 
Ppenses would be shared, 

Mr. Stefan Grajek, of the Kupat 
Holim Centre, who proposed this 
at a recent meeting of the Centre, 
said the objective was to encourage 
Kupat Holim patients to visit these 
Specialists, thus relleving the pres- 
sure at the clinics. If the speciatists 
already work for Kupat Holim, it 
will induce them to work over- 
time. 

In reporting on the “indepen- 
dent" doctor system set up almost 
two years ago, Mr. Grajek noted 
that it hed not been entirely suc- 
cessful. Only 20,000 Kupat Holim 
members had registered cit had 
been expected that at least twice 
as many would), and only 200 
doctors (it was hoped that at 
least 400 would sign up. 

Of the 200 doctors, 65 per cent 
already work for Kupat Holim and 
have opened their clinics in the 
evenings while the other 35 are 
either private doctors or employed 
by the smaller sick funds. 

Of these doctors, 110 are general 
practitioners or pediatricians, and 
90 are specialists. 

Despite the small registration of 
Members, a recent survey showed 
that the overwhelming majority 
were “safisfied’ with the treat- 
ment they received. 

In order to encourage more doc- 
tors to open private clinics, Mr. 
Grajek asked that they should re- 
ceive at least a 60 per cent in- 
crease in pay, while any new doc- 
tor who signed up and received 
less than 100 Kupat Holim mem- 
bers, should be paid as if he had 
at least 100 patients registered.

1 litre milk, 2 tbsps. flour, 3 tbsps. 
margarine or butter, salt and pepper 
to taste, Saffron if you wish. 

‘Wash and sliver the mushrooms 
and onions and fry them in the 
butter, Bring the milk to a boil 
along with the margarine or butter 
mixed with the flour, salt and pep- 
per. Add the mushrooms and.onion 
and cook for a couple of minutes. 
If you wish you can add saffron. 
Then the colour will look golden. 

A Mushroom Meat Soup 

Wash 15 kilo of sliced mushrooms. 
Make a good bone stock with car- 
rots, celery root, onion and a smail 
clove of garlic, Strain the soup and 
pour in the mushrooms to cook for 
about half an hour. Serve hot with 
a whiff of white wine:

| Market is Haifa decision-making Chemical group 


process criticized

HAIFA -— The Hatfa Municipality 
should make greater efforts to stop 
the operation of unlicensed husi- 
nesses and to ensure adequate sani- 
tary conditions, the State Comptroller 

Says in a report on the city. 

The report covers the years 1967 
to 1972. It says that the municipal- 
ity continued to expand and improve 
its services, especially in education 
and hospital facilities. ‘The Haifa 
University has continued to grow 
and the Medical School has heen 
get up on the municipality’s initia- 
tive and with its support. 

“Regarding administration, the 
municipality must adopt procedures 
for making decisions on projects to 
ensure their examination from all 
relevant aspects. It must also im- 
prove its organizational structure, 
including coordination between its 
departments.” 

The municipality should speed up 
its efforta to have its new outline 
(town planning) scheme approved 
and its traffic master plan com- 
pleted. 

The municipality was careful to 


. keep within its financial means in 


its day-to-day operations, and this 
resulted in a comfortable situation. 

The Comptroller, in his 70-page 
report, examined how the muni- 
cipality decided on carrying out 
major projects and on financing 
them. “It wes found that the muni- 
cipality sometimes embarked on 
them without proper preparations, 
such as surveys and alternative pro- 
posals and a proper financial plan. 
A correct way of making decisions 
would have prevented the munici- 


pality from starting projects with- 
out adequate preparation and would 
heave enabled it to make proper use 
of the means at its disposal.” 

As examples of poorly planned 
projects the Comptroller cites the 
1,700-seat auditorium in Central 
Carmel started early in 1965 and 
still not completed; the International 
Youth Centre (near the Carmel 
Beach), begun at the end of 1965 
for which no use has yet been 
found: and two secondary schools, 
both closed after short terms, for 
would-be seamen and policemen. 

The report discusses a town plan- 
ning scheme dating back to 1934 
and amended in 1943. A new plan 
was undertaken in 1964 and com- 
pleted three years later. It was then 
held up in the City Hall ὑπὸ} 
August 1972 on the plea that ἃ 
master plan for traffic mi ment 
(begun ip 1966) should be completed 
first. Nelther plan was completed 
in the report period. Meanwhile large 
building projects were approved and 
begun in the absence of these two 
key plans, 

Irregularities were noted in the 
financial management of the Bio- 
logical Institute on Mt. Carmel; 
shortcomings in the veterinary 
arrangements at the poultry and 
the general slaughterhouses in the 
city; and confusion in the adminis- 
tration of the Mane Katz estate and 
the museum housing it. 

Mayor Moshe Fleman commented 
to the press yesterday that the re- 
port is “extraordinarily satisfactory... 
and contains nothing seriously nega- 
tive. The shortcomings are being 
dealt with and the completion of 
the outline plan for the town is now 
being hastened.” 


Airlines wary about 
buying the Concorde 


WASHINGTON (Reuter). — Air- 
lines holding options on the Angfo- 
French supersonic airliner Concorde 
are reluctant to turn the options 
into firm orders, according to a re- 
search analysis given to the U.S. 
Congress. The only airlines which 
have done so are British Overseas 
Airways Corporation and Air France, 
“which are captive markets.” 

A report to the Congressional 
Economic Committee by the Con- 
gressional Research Service, an arm 
of the Library of Congress, said the 
Concorde would be ready by 1975 
but it remained to be seen whether 
the world would be ready for it by 
then. 

The report said the only other 
countries which had made firm or- 
ders were Iran and China, “where 
the motivation may be based as 
much on political as on economic 
considerations.” 

The intention of the manufactur- 
ers was to sell 250 Concordes by 


-1980, but that figure “may. be. opti-- 


mistic.” 


Tax cuts urged

Jerusalem Post Political Reporter 
TEL AVIV. — A call to increase 
tax deductions for working mothers 
by another 11150 for each child, 
from the second born, has been 
made by Labour Party women's de- 
partment head Nava Arad. The pro- 
posal was submitted to the Labour- 
Mapam Alignment Heonomic Com- 

mittee. 

Mrs. Arad said thet only such 
graded tax relief in accordance with 
the size of the family will encourage 
women to go out to’ work. 

Mrs. Arad and her colleagues 
have a series of demands including 
changes in the Nationa? Insurance 
Institute Law, such as equal rights 
for widow and widower, increased 
pensions for either widow or 
widower when their deceased part- 
ner was also insured, and com- 
pulsory -insurance of housewives 
‘against accidents at home and their 
inclusion in the National Disability 
Insurance Law.

The problem for B.A.C., the Brit- 
ish manufacturer, and the French 
manufacturer, Aerospatiale, and for 
the two governments “may be to 
sell enough ‘first-generation Con- 
cordes to keep ‘the programme in 
business while awaiting the arrival 
of the Smper-Concorde.” 

The future was a gamble, but 
“not” all bleak for the first tine of 
Concordes. “A successful experience 
for this aircraft on the part of 
BOAC and Air France may weil 
prompt other airlines, particuleriy 
competitors on the transaltlantic 
run, to turn their options into firm 
orders over the next few years,” the 
report said.

A yarlety of weapons 
remain for imposing supervision directly and 
indirectly. Jt is a mice question whether the 
use of these weapons is preferable to open 
censorship, 

Two groups of such weapons will be avail- 
able. One consists of rules which impose sanc- 
tioms after an offence has been committed and 
these donot really amount to censorship in the 
Dormal sense. But they are most important 
aince they may force a producHon on which 
time and energy and money have been spent 
to close down. Those responsible can also be 
punished. The other group can be aimed more 
directly at preventing performances and the 
ke, which are thought to be undesirabie, how- 
ever that word is defined. The difference from 
normal censorship is that these weapons are 
not used by a specially established body, pre- 
sumably composed of persons with the right 
qualifications end experience, but by popular 
bodies of quite a different nature and consti- 
tuted for quite a different purpose. 

‘The general crimina! law is the main source 
for the first group aud there appear to be two 
main offences that are singularly apt for the 
purpose. The first is the offence of uttering in 
@ public place and in the hearing of another 
person any words or sounds calculated or in- 
tended to outrage the religious feelings or be- 
lief of that other person. The offence is punish- 
able with imprisonment for one year. “Public 
place,” we should remember, includes any 
building to which the pubHe is permitted or 
entitled to have access. with or without pay- 
ment. The scope of the offence is confined, but 
in a society where religious feeling and belief 
play a vital part, the opportunity of making 
complaint and probably compelling police pro- 
secution is considerable. 

Public mischief 

Far more important is perhaps the crime of 
causing or tending to cause a public mischief, 
which is punishable with three years’ impri- 
gonment or 8. fine of IL5,000 or both. Apart 
from the severe penalties, the importance of 
‘this offence lies in the fact that it is usually 
broadly defined as any act tending to the preju- 
dice of the community; significantly it ap- 
pears a8 one of a series of offences dealing 
with public tranquillity. All this makes It very 
wide-ranging. As an omnibus offence, it really 
wenders all other specifically named offences 
superfluous, for every crime in the calendar 
is 8. “public mischief.” 

Lord Goddard, an English Lord Chief Jus- 
tice, once said that “public mischief is fraught 
with public danger. Like public policy it is an 
unruly horse and should be treated as incap- 
able of developing new crimes.” Yet in Eng- 
tand (from which we sll draw many of our 
criminal law uotons) it has been employed 
for prosecuting and convicting people of acts 
tending to corrupt public morals. In the con- 
troversial Shaw case of 1961 the House of 
Lords held it necessary to create “new crimes 
in the present connection, explicitly as the 
Suardians of public morality. Who is to say 
that our own courts will not or should not 
adopt an equally vigorous approach in a very 
sensitive area of social behaviour? 

Let it not be forgotten that “public mischief"

could be invoked to contend with comdtct the 
undesirability of which ao one would probably 
dispute, such as “peeping Toms.” Incidentally, 
it (proved useful in England just before the 
Second World Wer to restrain scandalous and 
Ubellous statements egeinst the Jewish com- 
munity in the absence of a group defamation 


law. 

In addition, unless tt is entirely repealed, the 
Public Performances (Censorship) Ordinance 
of 1972, under which the Censorahip Board 
acts, may continue to provide a means of 
censorship. A District Commissioner has the 
power to authorize performances in tis district 
subject to such conditions as he thinks fit. 
One can well imagine a producer, out of ebun- 
dant caution in view of possible criminal pros- 
ecution, applying for authorization and being 
‘burdened with all sorts of onerous conditions. 
‘And because the thing works on a local basis, 
we may well have the spectacle of a play 
being “censored” in one part of the country 
and "free" in another.
